state subsidies for higher teach­ 


er salaries. 
Under the new schedule, 
a 
teacher with a bachelor's de­ 
gree starts at $5,000 annually 
and can advance to a maximum 
of $8,300. 


The holder of a master s de­ 
gree (or a bachelor’s degree 
plus 30 additional hours of cred­ 
it) starts at $5,400 and can pro­ 
gress to $9,100. 
For a m aster’s degree pluj 
30 hours, the starting salary is 


$5,800 and the maximum $9,500. 
In addition, $500 annually is 
provided for holders of doctor­ 
ates in appropriate fields. This 
means that a teacher with the 
maximum certification could be 
working in 
a classroom and 


earn as high as $10,000 a year. 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Richard A. Seltzer said the new 
schedule, to become effective 
next Sept. I, puts Bristol Boro­
